Hi Bill and everybody... 
"Make it look good", that's my motto. Everyone, rightly so, has their own 


priorities in building a project. Whether it be "dead bug" ugly 
construction, point-to-point wiring on perf, or pcb layout, each can work 


well and be satisfying. Personally, when I do a project, the cosmetics are 
as important to me as its performance, and performance is paramount. While 
I may not get it on the air as fast, I find it provides a lasting quality I 
can be proud of over the years. I've done many a dead-bug myself, but for 
the important projects, I get more serious. 


In 1982 I bought an HW-8, assembled it, and modified it both cosmetically 
and electrically. Today it looks like no other HW-8 you've ever seen and I 
wouldn't take five hundred dollars for it. It's personal value far exceeds 
its monetary value. When Dave Herschberger, W9GR, published his DSP article 
in QST in 1992, it gave me an opportunity to go DSP without spending $400.00 
for the only thing available at the time, an NIR-10. Dave's great project 
kit deserved a great finish, and my W9GR filter looks 100% commercial (and 
not anything like the illustration in the article.) I own several DSP units 
now, but I still use my W9GR and will never let it go. 


So, if the 38-S costs $25 and the case $35, or even $65, so be it. I may 
not like the high cost, either, but I won't hesitate to spend it to get the 
project the way I want it. (Of course, we all know the 38-S is worth a lot 
more than $25.00, anyhow!!) That CO-3 should be a great enclosure for a 
good looking rig, and big enough for future experimentation. 


So, if you want lasting satisfaction with your project, take your time, plan 
deliberately, and savor the experience. And when you show that 38-S to a 
fellow ham 25 years from now, and it looks and works like you ordered it 
from a commercial vendor, and you tell him/her that you designed or modified 
it and built it, you'll still have the same pleasure you had 25 years 
earlier when you started it.

I suppose that I should have headed this message "80-9er", but then 
people might have skipped over it HI. 


I've modified my 40-9er to work on 80M by the following 
modifications: - 


1. Remove 40M crystal and replace with 80M crystal. 

2. Remove RFC1 and replace with 4.4uH inductor. (I made one by winding 
30 turns of wire on a T50-2 core) 

3. Remove C20 and replace with a 350pF capacitor. (I guess that a 330pF 
would do, but I selected one from the junk box that was as near to 
350pF as I could get) 

4. Remove C17, and C18 and replace with 750pF capacitors to make an 80M 
filter 


Have not yet tested out how many watts out on 80M. I intend to change C6 
to improve the amount of swing when pulling the crystal frequency, which 
seems to be a lot less than the adjustment available on 40M (which wasn't 
great even on that band). I will do that when I do the modification to 
reverse the positions of RFC6 and C6 anyway. 


The big advantage of this modification in Europe is that there is less 
problem with AM broadcast stations breaking through on 80M when compared 
with 40M. In fact, so far, I've not heard anything other than QRP CW 
stations with the 80-9er, but I've only just done the mods. :-) 


Be interested to hear if anyone else has modified a 40-9er for another 
band.

Does anyone know where I can get hold of the little 50pF ceramic 
capacitor used in the front end of the 40-9er receiver section please? 


I fired the rig up and wondered why the audio was lower than normal. 
Since I have not done the audio mods. this can be pretty low ;-) 
When I tracked down the problem it was the little yellow ceramic 
capacitor (C2) that that is used in parallel with C20 and RFC1. The 
tuning action was very coarse and the adjustment screw wouldn't turn 
very easily. I took it out and tack soldered a bigger 

5 - 65pF variable capacitor under the board, but would prefer to 
replace the component if possible. 


Might be something for other users to watch out for if they leave 
their 40-9ers sitting on the shelf for any length of time, just goes 
to prove that you should keep using a QRP radio, to make sure it 
doesn't feel neglected HI.

Hi gang, 


I've almost finished the initial assembly of the NC38S and so I took some 
measurements. The quality of the board is astounding. I put in the TiCK mod 
with the initial assembly. I selected a 1 meg resistor as R17 for the low 
volume side tone. I didn't have a 1K pot on hand so I just jumpered pin 11 and 
pin 12 and put a 1k resistor between pins 12 and 13. One of the 22 pf NPOs was 
missing so I used a 20 pf NPO at C23. It is sitting on a clean sheet of paper 
to make sure there are no wire scraps under it. The power is 13.5 volts from 
one of those power supplies from Allen Bond. 


On initial power up there was a raspy oscillation that only went away for a 
moment after you had keyed up. After cleaning off the flux with alcohol, it 
went away. It is putting out 8.8 volts p-p which works out to ~194 milliwatts. 
It tunes from 10.1107 to 10.1280. I have terribly imperfect pitch (it matches 
my color blindness) so I put an audio freq counter on the phone output. With a 
10.11600 signal in, and a 415 hz tone coming out of the speaker, it would 
transmit on 10.11600. This one may need a little tweaking to get the transmit 
offset up a little. The sidetone from the keyer mod is at 620 hz. There is a 
distinct volume difference between the command mode signal from the keyer and 
the sidetone. I do not know if this is normal or if I have something amiss. 

To tune up on something, you find the 400~500 hz tone on the low frequency side 
zero beat. (You hear it again, only weaker on the high side.) 


The keyer is neat. It is easy to put into straight key mode, you just hold 
down the button until you hear SK, then let it up. The first time you touch 
the key, you hear a tone that signals going out of command mode. The next time 
you hit the key, it transmits. To get out of straight key mode you can toggle 
power or hold the key down until you hear SK again, when you touch the key 
again it signals going out of command mode. At this point you need a paddle. 


I have to finish one of the tuner kits I've started before I can use it. The 
antenna here shows a 4.5:1 vswr on 10.116 .

Well since the 38S has been lauched successfully, it's time 
to bring you all up to date on the other NorCal Design 
Competition, the Rainbow Bridge/Tuner. The Rainbow or RBW, 
for short, is intended as a companion to the 40-9er, the 38 
Special or any other QRP rig for 3 or 40 meters. 


As describe in articles in the latest QRP Quarterly and QRPp, 
The Rainbow is a combination SWR indicator and simple antenna 
tuner on a board small enough to fit in an Altoids tin. 


The Bridge uses a multi-colored LED bar graph display to give 
both relative and exact SWR readings. Since it is RF actuated, 
and self-compensating, it needs *nox tweaking or adjustment 
onver the QRP power range of 15 mW to 5 watts. (Even works 
without the tuner for inclusion in other projects) 


The tuner portion is a parallel resonant circuit with a 

variable capacitor and tapped inductor to match a half wave wire 
on either 30 or 40 meters ( 67 foot wire for 40 or 46 foot wire 
for 30). A simple quarter wave counterpoise provdes an adequate 
ground. 


NJQRP is kitting the Rainbow and for details you can check the 
info in QRPp, the Quarterly or on the NORCAL web page. 


We have had a lot of interest and notices are on their way to 
those who have already placed orders. In fact, we are considering 
a second run of kits since we are close to our original predictions! 


Several prototypes have been successfully constructed and results 
from the early builders are being used to finalize the design. 


One significant change over the Rainbow described in the 
newsletters is that the Rainbow Display is now board-mounted! The 
original used a socket for the LEDS that required separate wiring. 
But based on feedback from the protos, we decided to simplify 
construction by mounting the display socket right on the pc board. 


Parts are on order and expected shortly. All that remains is 


finalizing the pc board and completing the manual. We expect to 
begin shipping on schedule around the middle of February.

Greetings to all fellow tenteners. I had the privilege of serving on 
WRC99, a committee of the American Radio Relay League (ARRL). We 
discussed several facets of Amateur Radio, and we recommended to the ARRL 
Board of Directors our thoughts and ideas. I might add this was not done 
hastily, as we were appointed in March of 96, and we gave our final 
report in December. As most of you know we also published a survey that 
appeared in QST.

the committee recommended that the cw requirement remain in place. Other 
structural changes in the classes of Amateur Radio were also discussed, 
and we have recommended what we feel is a win win situation for all. We 
do hope you will agree. The full report will be published in a future 
edition of QST, and your input will be greatly appreciated. Now on to my 
version of our report: 


Future of Amateur Radio 

The following is a brief synopsis of what the WRC99 committee 

recommended to the ARRL Board of Directors for changes in the Amateur 
Radio licensing structure, and privileges associated with each class of 
license. The Board of Directors has received the report, and it will be 
published in a future edition of QST. Readers will be able to provide 
their input on the committee's recommendation. Please remember, that this 
is 

not an official release, but a preliminary at best. 


The committee recommends that the present Novice Class be eliminated. 
Most new licensees come into the service via the technician class. 
Present novice licensees would be given the opportunity to take an open 
book test given by an accredited VE team to afford them the opportunity 
to upgrade to what is now the technician plus license. 

The present Technician class license would be renamed the basic 
license, while the present Technician plus license would be renamed the 
intermediate license. 

Privileges would be greater for each class of license above the 
basic license. Extra class operators would gain the following 
frequencies for phone: 3700-3750, 7125-7150, and 21150-21200 kHz. 
Advanced Class would gain 3725-3775, 7125-7150, 21150-21225 kHz. 
Generals would get additional phone at 3800-3850, 7200-7225, 21250-21300 
kHz. 

Each of these classes would pick up an additional 50 kHZ of phone 
band on 75 and 15 meters, and 25 kHz on 40 meters. The committee also 
noted that this return General Class licensees to their pre-1968 phone 
band limits on 75, 40, and 15 meters. 

Large changes are for the proposed intermediate license, now known 
as the tech plus license. CW privileges would be given on 160 meters, on 
80 
meters from 3525-3700, 40 meters, from 7025 to 7050, on 15, from 21025 to 
21150, and on 10 meters from 28050 to 28300. Digital would be granted on 
3600-3625, 21100-21125, and 28100-28189. Voice privileges would be 
allowed on 
1950-2000, 3900-4000, 21350-21450, and additional 10 meters at 
29500-29700 FM. 

Morse code would be slightly modified for the General class, reducing 
code speed to 10 wom. Extra would be the same, and the committee 
recommends that 5 wpm be retained for entry into the HF bands. 


Examinations would be revised to include a sending test, and would 
return to the previous requirement of 1 minute of solid copy out of 5 
minute receiving test period. 

The committee also expressed their concerns about perceived abuses of 
the handicapped waiver provision, and requests that steps be taken to 
reduce that opportunity. 


Once again, this is a brief synopsis of the full report that will be 
published in QST

Anyone worked Heard Island using QRP yet? 


I've spotted VKOIR on 10.104, 7007 and 14.024. In each case he was listening 
above his transmit frequency by more than the split on my Sierra allows me 
to swing my receiver. 


Today I called Wayne Burdick, N6KR, and he gave me the "fix" for opening up 
the RIT. R33 is normally a 47 K resistor. If you change this to about 22 K 
you double the frequency swing of the RIT. Change it to a 10 K and you 
increase the RIT swing by a factor of four. Of course, the small RIT knob 
now becomes very critical to tune, so care must be taken to carefully set 
the receive frequency. However, the extra RIT coverage is a blessing. 


In my particular instance, I paralleled a 15 K resistor across the 47 K R33. 
This provided me with a positive RIT swing of 8.5 kHz and a negative swing 
of 15.5 kHz. I also had to readjust the VFO as this mod shifted my calibration. 


I find the new tuning range GREAT! It is not all that touchy or critical, if 
one is not in a hurry. 


Try it, you'll like it.

Dave you might consider a further mod. for increased tuning range on 80 metres. 


To whit, replace the quartz crystal with a ceramic resonator. Here in the 
colonies such resonators are readily available for the (US standard) 3.579 MHz 
colour burst frequency. In addition, you might also consider replacing the 
crystal warping variable capacitor with a high C varicap like the MVAM 108 and 
tune it with a variable voltage as the NC-40 and NN1G rigs do. You might be 
able to get 20 KHZ or more swing by doing this.

I finally bought "the best" 
of

It just goes to show how people differ, particularly with respect to such 
Simple devices as telegraph keys. After trying every known iambic paddle 
in existence, I chose the <gulp> Vibroplex Iambic Presentation. 


The Mercury is certainly a fine key. For me, I didn't like the fact that 
the inverse-square law of its magnetics tended to make the contact closure 
somewhat "sticky" but only when using relatively wide contact spacing. On 
the other hand, most people I know who own the Mercury set the contact 
travel very small for effortless keying. The Mercury certainly has the 
precision to make this happen. 


The Vibroplex Iambic may appear to be an old and antiquated design, but it 
offers all the things I demanded: 


1) Zero tolerance for any arm flexing. When the contact closure is made, I 
can't stand to have the fingerpiece flex any more than necessary to make 
the contact. 


2) Individual tension adjustment. 

3) A heavy, non-skid base. 

4) Ideal fingerpiece spacing. The one thing that my Brown Brothers paddle 
allows me to do is set the fingerpiece distance in three settings. The 
Vibroplex is fixed, but I didn't like the spacing of Bencher, Kent, and 
others. 

5) Pivoting levers. Some keys (also like my Brown Bros.) do not employ 
pivoted bearing for smoother paddle travel. This is the main reason why I 


no longer use the Brown. 


I have not yet tried the J.M. March key. I would be interested in hearing 


comments about it.

Adjustments can be made 
while sending, something that I did not have previously 
and until you have it you don't know what you are 
missing. This is the first key that I have been 

able to send over 45 wom with. This alone is worth

The finger pieces are made of polished Cocobolo.

PADDLES SEPARATION: 


1/2" to 7/8" in steps of 0.016" increments. Very 
clever and all parts are included. Uses a tool supplied 
that is a screwdriver handle with an allen wrench shaft.
